CHINESE TURKESTAN,

The prices of locally woven cotton stuffs, such as ‘“‘ chakman ” and 
“mata,” have risen, and are likely to be still 
Cottons. higher in 1909-10 owing to the failure of the 
cotton crop, and thus foreign-made cotton goods 

will be able to compete more favourably with them. 

The markets in the north and north-east of Chinese Turkestan 
continue to expand, and there is an increased demand for English 
muslins. ‘There is a great demand for chintzes and printed cloths. 
English-made prints are largely taking the place of Russian 
prints, being preferred as of a more durable quality, but the supply 
is not adequate on account of the transport difficulties. If a 
larger supply were available, they would completely supplant the 
Russian-made chintzes. The very brightest colours and the boldest 
designs are preferred. The ‘chapans,” or long cloaks for 
summer wear of men and women alike, are made of these light 
cotton prints. 


Dyeing materials were imported in 1908-9 in much larger quanti- 
ties than in the previous year. The demand is 
Dyeing Materials. very great and the market very good. Indigo 
fetched higher prices than in 1907-8, and the 
demand appears to have increased. Aniline dyes from Europe are 
much used for dyeing ‘“ mata” and “ kham.” 


The silk piece-goods imported are from Euroge, Japan and India. 
The European consists chietly of velvets from 
Velvet; Satin. Germany used largely for caps. The gaudiest 
and brightest colours are preferred. ‘‘ Lam- 
book,” a cheap sort of satin, made in blacks and browns, is in 
demand, but not in large quantities. 


German-made broad cloths were imported in small quantities. 
There is a small demand for such cloths for 
‘‘chapans” for winter wear. The stock is 
exhausted.

Mr. Wickes 
also draws attention to the necessity of forwarding fresh catalogues 
as changes are made in prices.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

Italy.—The following information is from the report by the 
Acting First Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome (‘The Hon. W. 
Erskine) on the foreign trade of Italy in 1908, which will shortly 
be issued :— 

Imports of British machinery into Italy show a large increase, 
but substantial progress has also been made by Germany. The 
total imports of spinning and weaving, sewing, marine and 
electrical machinery all show increases. 

The total imports from the United Kingdom have declined in 
value by about 900,000/., mainly under the headings of coal, dried 
cod fish, copper, brass and bronze ingots, &c., raw cotton and wool. 
As regards coal, it should be pointed out that the quantity imported 
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into Italy from the United Kingdom was larger in 1908 than in 
1907 (8,128,428 tons as against 7,824,906 tons), the fall in price 
in British coal being responsible for the decrease in the value. 

The decrease from 1,656,120. in 1907 to 1,012,272 in 1908 in the 
total imports of railway carriages and wagons is due to the fact 
that the State Railways Department, who were the chief importers, 
have now almost completed the supply of new rolling-stock needed 
for the working of the lines since the railways have been taken 
over from the companies. Imports are likely to fall still further 
in the near future. 

Up to a short time ago Italy was entirely dependent upon 
foreign markets, especially those of Germany and France, for tyres 
for motor-cars and bicycles; now she exports tyres to a con- 
siderable value, chiefly to Belgium. 

Every year a staff of well-trained and experienced German com- 
mercial travellers visit Italy and secure orders. German commercial 
travellers in Italy generally have a good knowledge of Italian ; 
many of them, in fact, have in their early years served as 
apprentices with Italian firms, and are, therefore, acquainted with 
the business habits of their clients. ‘They are supplied with 
illustrated catalogues printed in Italian and giving weights and 
prices in the equivalents and currency of the country; such 
catalogues are distributed broadcast throughout Italy. Credit is 
granted to Italian firms on a generous scale and long-date bills are 
often accepted, local German banks supplying information as to 
the status of the firms or individuals to whom such facilities of 
payment are to be extended.

Mexico.—The ‘“‘ Mexican Herald” of 7th December contains an 
account of an interview with the local manager of a British 
machinery firm, from which the following remarks are taken :— 

Many purchasers of machinery look less to the quality than to 
the initial cost of the goods. Moreover, the weight of British 
machinery often militates against its sale; British manufacturers, 
being unwilling to vary from their usual standard, frequently fail to 
secure orders in competition with the makers of lighter machinery. 
The standard British threads for nuts, bolts, &c., differ from those 
in common use in Mexico. The British system of weights, too, 
is a great hindrance in Mexico, where the kilogram is the standard 
unit. British firms will often not accept the terms for long 
extended payments so frequently demanded in Mexico. In the 
matter of quickness of delivery, however, British firms can 
compete successfully with any of their rivals. 

Notwithstanding all the various inconveniences against which 
British firms have to contend, there isa steadily increasing demand 
for their goods, and, with energetic pushing, British machinery 
may be expected to make its way. Much time and patience, 
however, are necessary, and it is of little use to begin without 


adequate financial backing.

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Chinese Turkestan.—The following information is extracted from 
a report on the Indo-Chinese Turkestan trade vid Ladakh in 1908-9, 
published as a supplement to the official ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ” 
(Calcutta) of 25th November :— 

Although pauperism is in marked evidence in Chinese Turkestan, 
there is a plentiful supply of money also, and use is made of it to 
purchase foreign-made goods. A portion of the population is well- 
to-do and even rich, while the other portion is poor to the point of 
starvation. . 

The comparatively new road from Yarkand to Aksu through 
Daulan is good, and transport by “arabas” (the country carts of 
Turkestan) is cheap; if traders could take their goods there and 
form another depot, besides the existing one at Yarkand, they 
wou'd find it an excellent distributing centre. Aksu is geographi- 
cally perfectly situated, and they would be able to sell wholesale to 
traders from Kuldja, Utch-Turfan, Urumtchi, and other large 
cities, who now find the journey to Yarkand a long and tedious 
one, and who consequently avoid it. 





IRON ORE DEPOSITS IN EGYPT AND ABYSSINIA. 


A recent report by the Geological Survey of Egypt on the dis- 
tribution of iron ores in that country (Survey Department Paper, 
No. 20) states that the distribution of iron ores in Egypt is as 
follows :— 

1. In West Sinai there is an area of over 200 square kilometres 
in which iron and manganese ores are present in pockets wherever 
the carboniferous limestone is exposed. The ores would appear to 
be abundant, and the position as regards the sea is favourable, 
although beavy canal dues would have to be paid if the material 
were shipped vidé Suez to Europe. 

2. The East Sinai occurrence is small in area, and the district 
is not very easily accessible. 

3. In the Eastern Desert of Egypt there are three districts, viz., 
Wadi Dib, Abu Marwat and Abu Jerida, where iron ores of good 
quality are displayed in fair amount, but all the occurrences are 
somewhat distant from the sea. 

4. The iron ore near El Ranga is of interest as representing 
concentration from a “ gabbro ” rich in iron-titanium oxides, but the 
exposure is of small extent and the titanium present reduces its 
value. 

5. The ferruginous bands in the Nubian sandstone are not 
usually of any great thickness, but are often of considerable hori- 
zontal extent. Under present economic conditions they are of no 
commercial importance, though some bands of oolitic structure 
near Aswan and Wadi Halfa contain a fair percentage of iron 
oxide. 
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6. The ochres, which occur in nodules and continuous beds in 
the upper strata of the Nubian sandstones and clays, are of present 
interest, They are probably the source of the excellent ochres 
deposited round certain flowing wells of Kharga Oasis, &c. ‘These 
have not been commercially developed, and their true value remains 
doubtful. Of much interest is the development of limonite in 
Baharia Oasis, which under favourable economic conditions would 
be worth detailed examination. 

7. The analyses of the ores obtained from the hill district lying 
on the borders of Darfur and Kordofan indicate the presence of 
iron-yielding deposits of good grade, whose precise location and 
extent, however, are at present unknown. 


Dealing with the subject of iron ore deposits in Abyssinia, the 
report states that ironstone nodules were brought from the neigh- 
bourhood of the Dembea Road, close by Chelga, in the north-western 
area of Abyssinia near Lake T’sana; one of these yielded, on 
analysis, 56 45 per cent. of iron oxide, equivalent to 39°5 per cent. 
of metallic iron. The red colour of parts of the adigrat sandstone, 
which is widely developed in the northern part of Abyssinia, 
indicates the presence of much distributed ferruginous oxides in 
the rock, but no evidence has been obtained of their being concen- 
trated in a form that would repay working. 





MINERAL AND COMMERCIAL POSSIBILITIES OF THE 
KATANGA DISTRICT (CONGO STATE), 

With reference to the article on p. 489 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 5rd June relative to the possibilities of the Katanga, 
H.M. Vice-Consul at Kambové (Mr. G. B. Beak) reports that the 
whole of the Katanga is mineralised, and that there is undoubtedly 
as good ground outside the mining concession as within it. The 
copper mines are all on the surtace, and there is water power 
everywhere. Besides the deposits of copper and tin, diamond 
pipes have been discovered on the Kundelungu and the West 
Lualaba; the ironstone formation of the country is intersected by 
quartz veins of various widths, and there is good reason to believe 
that more thorough prospecting would reveal the existence of 
payable gold reefs. 

Mr. Beak adds that for many years to come the Katanga will 
not be independent of supplies from the coast, and that the output 
of the mines will be transported over the Rhodesian railway 
system. If British merchants desire to extend their trade by 
establishing branches in the Katanga, there would seem to be no 
reason why they should be hampered in so doing. Emigration to 
the Katanga is part of a general movement of the white population 
from south to north.

provisions of the Petroleum Ordinance. 

All petroleum which, on being examined and tested, according to 
prescribed rules, is found to have a flashing point higher than 
150° F. is exempted from the provisions to the Petroleum Ordinance.

Under this Ordinance, all petroleum taken out of any vessel in 
which it has been imported must, unless intended for transhipment 
only, be forthwith taken direct from such vessel to a dutiable 
petroleum store; and no such petroleum may be removed 
therefrom without a permit issued by the Port Officer in prescribed 
form. 

All petroleum removed from a dutiable petroleum store, 
otherwise than for export, is to be subject to a duty of 5 cents 
per gallon. 

No permit will be issued for the removal for export of dutiable 
petroleum in less quantities than 3 cases, or 24 gallons, at 
one time. 

The word “ petroleum” includes the liquids commonly known 
by the names of rock oil, Rangoon oil, Burma oil, kerosine, 
paraffin oil, petrol, gasoline, benzol, benzoline, benzine, naphtha, 
or any like inflammable liquid whether a natural product or one 
that is made from petroleum, coal, schist, shale or any other 
bituminous substance, or from any products thereof, but does not 
include any liquid or substance which has a flashing point higher 
than 150° F., as ascertained in accordance with the provisions of 
the ‘‘ Petroleum Ordinance, 1908.”

Government of British Columbia, by which the 
British Columbia. company undertake to construct a railway 
to connect the Canadian Northern main line through the Province 
from the Yellow Head Pass to the City of Vancouver, vid the North 
Thompson River, to Kamloops, thence down the South Thompson 
and Fraser Rivers to New Westminster, to Vancouver and to English 
Bluff, south of the Fraser River, the total distance not to exceed 
500 miles; to establish a first-class passenger, mail, express and 
carrying service between English Bluff and Victoria ; and to con- 
struct a railway from Victoria to Barclay Sound, about 100 miles. 
Construction work is to be started within three months after the 
agreement has been ratified, and is to be completed within four 


years therearter. 
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The Provincial Government agree to guarantee the Company’s 
bonds tothe amount of 35,000 dollars a mile, together with interest 
at 4 per cent., to exempt the railwav from taxation for ten years 
after completion, and to give free right of way, and free timber 
and gravel for construction purposes out of Provincial lands. ‘The 
Government will hold a mortgage of the line within the Province 
and a general guarantee of the Canadian Northern Railway to 
indemnify as security for its guarantee. Work is to be begun at 
once.

Koloz, in Transylvania. Boring has been carried to a depth of 
302 metres (about 990 feet). It is calculated that the gas escapes 
at the rate of two cubic metres a second, and with a force of 
20,000 h.p. The gas is practically perfectly pure, and contains 
only about one-half per cent. of foreign nitrogenous matter. The 
right to the use of the gas has been bought by the Government, 
and it is proposed to erect large electrical works on the spot.

CHINESE TURKESTAN.

Winter Crops. grain crop prospects in hussia, H.M. Consu 

General at Odessa (Mr. C.S. Smith) has fur- 
nished the following particulars of the condition of the winter 
crops in Russia at the beginning of winter :— 

Over the Black Earth Zone, where the best and the most grain 
grows, there was a drought of about three months duration which 
was most unfavourable for the sowing and germination of the 
winter crops. About the end of October good rains fell over large 
areas especiallyin Bessarabia, Kherson, Ekaterinoslav, Kiev, Podolia, 
Poltava, Kharkov, Voronezh, Kursk, and the Don Territory, so 
that, where already sown, the drooping plants were revived to 
gome extent and fields which had been despaired of partly 
recovered. In other parts the abnormal lateness of the sowings 
was partly remedied by favourable weather. Outside the Black 
Earth Zone sowings were as a rule at the normal time, and 
the winter crops had sufficient moisture and are reported to 
be very successful. In many Governments mischief by caterpillars, 
wireworms, or Hessian flies is reported, but the amount cannot 
yet be estimated. 

The general state of the winter crops appears to be unsatis- 
factory in Ekaterinoslav, Kharkov, Poltava, Don Territory, 
Kursk, Tula, Voronezh, Tambov, Penza, Simbirsk, Saratov, 
Samara, Astrakan, Orenburg, Viatka, and Perm, where only part of 
the lands of the large owners are more or less satisfactory. Nearly 
all the lands of small farmers are quite unsatisfactory. ‘lhe con- 
dition is good in the Baltic, Pskov, Novgorod, Tver, Yaroslav, 
Smolensk, Mogilev, Minsk, Vilna, Kovno, Grodno, Volhynia, and 
Taurida Provinces. Elsewhere the condition is on the whole 
satisfactory.

in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British possession, 
and of the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the 
supplement abstract and detailed tables showing countries of 
consignment of imports and countries of ultimate destination of 
exports. 

It may be noted that for 1909 and following years, the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. will relate to the countries of consignment for

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have cince applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“‘ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Norte.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries, as far as 
possible, on specific subjects, in the interest of British trade.
